FIRST DAY. 

Springfield, Tenn., October 16, 1907. 

Opening. — The Tennessee Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, met in its ninety-fourth session in the Union Gospel Tabernacle, 
Springfield, Tenn., at 9 a.m. October 16, 1907. Bishop E. E. Hoss presided 
and conducted the opening religious service. Hymn No. 560, "And Are We 
Yet Alive was sung. The Bishop led in prayer. Hymn No. 2, "Come, Thou 
Almighty King,” was sung, after which Bishop Hoss read and commented on 
Psalm ciii.

Introduced. — Dr. Gross Alexander, Book Editor and Editor of the Methodist 
Review, was introduced, and spoke briefly in the interest of the Review. 

Dr. Collins Denny, who has supplied the Clarksville Station for several 
months since the transfer of Rev. A. P. McFerrin, was introduced, and gave 
a report from Clarksville Station. 

Vanderbilt University. — The special committee appointed on yesterday to 
consider certain matters touching Vanderbilt University reported through J. J. 
Stowe, which report was unanimously adopted, as follows: 

Whereas the Commission appointed by our last General Conference, known as the 
Vanderbilt Commission, has finished the important task assigned it, (1) “To inquire 
into and determine the present relation of the Vanderbilt University to the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South; (2) to take legal steps, if necessary, to perfect the transfer 
of the university from the patronizing Conferences to the General Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South; (3) to define the charter rights of the bishops of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South; and when so defined, the bishops are in- 
structed to enter on the same;” and whereas this Commission in its report has set 
forth clearly and unanswerably, (1) that the existing charter is constitutional, valid, 
and valuable; (2) that Vanderbilt University is the property of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South; (3) that the right to elect trustees rests in the hands of the Gen- 
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€ral Conference; (4) that the College of Bishops of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 

South, are common-law visitors of the university. 

Whereas it is the bounden duty and should be the pleasure of all concerned to> 
accept this report in letter and spirit; and whereas by resolution prior to the General 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, of 1898 this Conference memo- 
rialized the General Conference to take over the charge of the responsibility of Van- 
derbilt University; and whereas the said General Conference has agreed to do so, and 
has done so, which has been approved by the assent of this Conference, now to con- 
firm the original purpose of this Conference and to unify the title in the General Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South; therefore be it 

Resolved, That this Conference do now cede, and there are hereby ceded, to the 
General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, all rights, privileges,, 
and authority which this Conference had as a member of the corporation known as 

“Vanderbilt University.” 

Resolved, That this transfer and conveyance shall be null and void unless the Gen- 
eral Conference accept and exercise the rights decided by the Commission to belong, 
to the Gieneral Conference.

“Whereas it is the wish and earnest desire of the Board of Trustees of Martin 
Female College, located at Pulaski, Tenn., that the cordial relations which for many 
years existed between said college and the Tennessee Annual Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, be maintained and perpetuated, and that said college

'"Resolved, also. That a copy of the foregoing preamble and resolutions be presented

Charter Rights of the Tennessee Conference. — George W. Boddie read 
the report of the special committee appointed to investigate the rights of the 
Tennessee Conference under a charter granted by the Legislature in 1870. The 
report is as follows : 



To the Tennessee Annual Conference, M. E. ( hnrch. South. 

Your committee had referred to it the following resolution: 

“Whereas the Tennessee Legislature, by an Act passed in 1870, made the Tennessee 
Annual Conference an incorporated body, and whereas the Conference has never taken 
any steps to secure its rights under said Act of Incorporation; therefore 
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''Resolved, That a committee of five persons be appointed, who shall inquire what 
rights, if any, the Conference has under said Act of Incorporation, and what steps 
need to be taken to secure these rights.” 

We beg leave to submit the following report: 

We have carefully examined the Act of the General Assembly of the State of Ten- 
nessee referred to in said resolution — to wit. Chapter LVI., page 365, Acts of 1869-70,. 
Sections 4-9, and are of the opinion that under said Act the Tennessee Annual Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, is an incorporated body and is pos- 
sessed of the following powers and privileges: 

“Acts of the Tennessee Legislature, 1869-70, Chapter LVI., Sections 4-9, Page 365. 

“Sec. 4. Be it further enacted. That the Tennessee Annual Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, be, and the same is hereby, incorporated; and by that 
name may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, and may take and hold property, 
real, personal, and mixed, and all conveyances, devises, and legacies, and all other 
donations of every kind and description to the said corporation shall be good and 
valid although said corporation may not be correctly described, provided enough ap- 
pears, aided by extrinsic proof, written or parol, to show that the said corporation is 
the intended grantee or donee. 

“Sec. 5. Be it further enacted. That the affairs of said corporation may be managed 
by the said Tennessee Annual Conference, or any five persons said Conference may 
elect or appoint, said persons to be elected or appointed annually by said Conference, 
and shall continue in oflBce until their successors are elected or appointed and enter 
upon the duties of the office, one of whom shall be by said five persons elected presi- 
dent of their body; and they may elect such other officers as they may think proper 
and necessary for the management of the affairs of said corporation. 

“Sec. 6. Be it further enacted. That the property which said corporation is author- 
ized to take and hold shall be applied to such purposes as the grantor or donor may 
designate; and if no particular purpose is designated, then to such religious, charita- 
ble, literary, or missionary purposes as said Conference may designate consistent with 
the provisions of this Act of Incorporation and the laws of the land; and in the event 
the purpose which any grantor or donor designates cannot, for any cause, be carried 
into effect, then said Conference may apply the subject-matter of such conveyance or 
gift to any of the general purposes above designated. 

“Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, That said corporation may hold property of any kind 
in trust for such religious, charitable, literary, or missionary purposes as the grantor 
or donor may designate, not inconsistent with the laws of the land. 

“Sec. 8. Be it further enacted. That said corporation, or the five directors which said 
Conference may elect or appoint, shall have power to elect or appoint a treasurer of 
said corporation, either one of their own body or any other person, who shall hold his 
office for such time as said Conference or said directors may designate, and shall give 
bond and security for the faithful performance of his duties in such penalty as said 
Conference or directors may deem just and proper. 

“Sec. 9. Be it further enacted. That a majority of the directors authorized to be 
elected or appointed by said Conference shall constitute a quorum to do business, and 
may prescribe such duties for the officers thereof and adopt such rules for the gov- 
ernment of their body as they think right and proper; and said corporation may sell 
and convey by the usual modes of conveyance any property they may take or hold in 
furtherance of the objects and purposes above mentioned; and said corporation shall 
possess and exercise all the rights and powers necessary and proper for effectually 
carrying out said objects and purposes.” 
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We therefore recommend that this Conference elect five directors as provided in 
said Act of Incorporation, and that said directors he requested to organize in accord- 
ance with the requirements of said Act of Incorporation.

DISTRICT CONFERENCE RECORDS. 

We, your Committee on District Conference Records, respectfully report as follows: 

Dickson District. — On page 353 the word “Missionary” is omitted twice from “For- 
eign Missionary Society” and written ‘Voreign Society.” The record is neatly written 
and well arranged. 

Fayetteville District. — This book is typewritten, a model of neatness and arrange- 
ment. There are a few typographical errors. 

ColumMa District. — The penmanship is neat and legible, and the paragraphs well ar- 
ranged. The Secretary should have recorded what speakers said instead of discuss- 
ing their speeches. 

Lebanon District. — The arrangement of subjects is too compact. Its beauty has been 
marred by this and a few ink blots. Otherwise the work is good. 

Savannah and Clarksville Districts. — These records are excellent in all respects. 

Murfreesboro District. — This record is specially noted for its neatness, arrangement, 
and brevity. Apparently there are no superfluous words and sentences in its make-up. 

Franklin District. — On page 158 appears this statement: “The names of the follow- 
ing local preachers were called and their characters passed.” The records should 
have shown that they did or did not make their reports before their characters were 
passed. 

Nashville District. — We note the following errors: On page 23 “The minutes of the 
morning service” should have been “The minutes of the morning session.” The record 
does not show that the committee on temperance signed their resolution. On page 
33 its beauty is depreciated by crossing out a word and interlining instead of erasing 
it.

BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

As a Church we must continue to foster and circulate whplesome literature for the 
moral and spiritual uplift of those to whom we minister. This is a time in which 
competition between vicious literature and that which is elevating in character is 
sharper than it has ever been before in the history of the Church. 

This fact calls for a renewed diligence and increased activity in this important 
branch of our work. 

■ We are glad to be informed that the circulation of the Christian Advocate, our cen- 
tral organ, has been increasing during the year. It merits the patronage of the Meth- 
odist people, and ought to have a much larger circulation than it now has. We desire 
to record our hearty commendation of the editors, who are uniformly characterized by 
wisdom and strength in the production of this most important of our publications. 

The Sunday school literature has not only been kept up to its former high standard, 
but it has been greatly improved in many respects, and its extensive circulation's the 
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best evidence of its usefulness and of the high esteem in which it is held by the whole 
Church. 

The Methodist Review, under the management of Dr. Alexander, has met with the 
highest approval of those who are competent to pass judgment on literature of this 
character. The changes that have been made in it have been such as tend to popu- 
larize it and adapt it to a wider circle of readers. We heartily commend this Review 
to our preachers and cultivated laymen. 

The books published by our Publishing House have been of a uniformly high char- 
acter in point of material, and the workmanship has been first-class. 

The Epworth Era is one of our brightest periodicals. It is ably edited, and is cal- 
culated to be a great factor in the training of the young life of the Church. Its me- 
chanical part is all that could be desired, and it is brimful of intellectual and spiritual 
meat. We commend it heartily to our people. 

The Midland Methodist has continued to maintain its reputation as a high-class 
Church paper. Its editorials have been such as to commend it to the consideration 
of a most thoughtful and intelligent reading public. It is a matter greatly to be re- 
gretted that its able editor, Dr. J. A. Burrow, has found it best to retire from his place 
at the head of the paper. We wish him abundant success in his new field, and bespeak 
for his successor. Dr. T. C. Schuler, the cordial sympathy and support of the members 
of the Conference. The efficient manager is to be commended for his fidelity to the 
business interests committed to his charge. We note with pleasure that the patronage 
of the paper shows an increase for the past year.

TEMPERANCE. 

We realize that the practical, personal application of scriptural principles is vital 
to the development of the highest Christian manhood, and that the banishment of 
vicious agencies and tendencies is a proof of such development. We believe that the 
advance of the cause of temperance is coextensive with the growth of the Church, and 
that through the influence of the Church and the active, aggressive cooperation of the 
ministry and laity the evils of strong drink shall be estopped. 

Recognizing that prohibition is a long step toward this end, we urge our ministry 
to press the principles of prohibition as persistently and rapidly as conditions will 
permit, to insistently advocate and demand the full execution of all our present 
temperance laws, and to use every opportunity and means to arouse a practical sym- 
pathy that will sustain and make effective every further advance. And we call upon 
the laity of our Church to support their ministers in this work by the exercise of their 
suffrage and by the vigilant use of every moral and material force at their command. 

We also recommend and urge that there be observed each year in each pastoral 
charge one Sunday as “Field Day” in support of and to aid in the work of the Anti- 
Saloon Lieague; on which day we suggest that two speeches on temperance be made, 
one by a minister and the other by a layman. 

While we rejoice in the wonderful progress of the temperance cause in the last few 
years, we yet deplore the failure to enact laws to abolish the evils of the jug traffic. 
We urge persistent agitation to secure national and State legislation giving absolute 
local or State control over all matters pertaining to intoxicants.

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EPWORTH LEAGUE. 

There are many evidences to attest the fact that the Epworth League has passed 
the experimental stage in the country as well as in our towns and cities of Southern 
Methodism. We rejoice in this, and are looking forward to the time when every pas- 
toral charge in the Tennessee Conference will have its young people engaged in some 
phase of the League work, and thereby train them for service in this age that is de- 
manding service from every one. It is with regret that we learn from the various 
pastors that in many of our^ important charges conditions are such as to make the 
pastor despair of being able to organize and maintain this work among the young 
people. Many of the mentioned diflBculties are serious indeed, and can be removed 
only by determined effort and prayer. But experience is teaching us that the work 
of the Epworth League is so important to the Church that wherever there are young 
people no means should be spared to overcome the greatest diflBculty. 

In this connection we are glad to note that the children are being organized into 
Chapters of the Junior League in the rural districts. We believe that this work can 
be done in nearly every Church where a Sunday school is organized, and we hope that 
it will be done. 

We commend the work of Miss Carrie Porter, of Winchester, Tenn., the Superin- 
tendent of the Junior work of the Tennessee Conference Leagues, and respectfully urge 
that every member of this Conference aid her in this work. 

We also wish to commend the work of the District Secretaries of the Epworth 
League in holding institutes in the various districts, where information, inspiration, 
and instruction may be had. 

One of the main difficulties that confront us — that of not having trained leaders — 
will be largely removed if we lend our aid and sympathy to these secretaries in their 
plans and work by appointing representatives to attend these District League Con- 
ferences. 

We would call special attention to the League Conference which was held at Clarks- 
ville, Tenn., last May, which was most helpful and practical in its results, and we 
earnestly desire that every pastoral charge be represented at the next session, to be 
held in Winchester, Tenn., May 7-11, 1908. 

Among the many things that the League is doing for the young people, we wish to 
emphasize at least three: 

The first is the deepening and quickening of the spiritual life of the young people, 
which is the result of the work done in the devotional meetings. 

Growing out of this is the second feature, which is the missionary work being done 
by the Leaguers. Many of the Chapters in our Conference are raising money for the 
support of students in schools and colleges, and the support of missionaries in the 
foreign field. 

The third feature is the mission study classes that are now being organized in the 
Leagues. Here the young people are instructed in the needs of the mission field and 
the kind of work that is being done, and as a result they are giving intelligently and 
liberally of their money and consecrating their lives to this great work. The mission 
feature reacts upon the spiritual life of the Chapters engaging in it, and is one of the 
most hopeful departments of League enterprise. 

We recommend, therefore that mission study classes be organized in every Chapter 
of the League in the Conference. 

As aids in the various departments of the work of the Epworth League, we recom- 
mend the helps for the various departments furnished by the Epworth League rooms 
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at the Publishing House and by the Young People’s Department of the Board of 
Missions. 

We recommend that the Conference confirm the following as ofl5.cers of the Tennes- 
see Annual Conference Epworth League: Robert B. Eleazer, President; Dr. Jessie B. 
Atkins, First Vice President; Miss Julia May Maney, Second Vice President; F. G.

Carrie Porter, Junior Superintendent; J. C. Ransom, Superintendent of Boys’ League; 
Rev, George M. Boyd, Secretary and Treasurer; E. H. Stockman, Assistant Secretary 
and Treasurer.

During the past year there have been held by your Sunday School Board a number 
of conferences with the Sunday school superintendents and pastors in most of the 
districts of the Conference. The result has been more life and greater interest in this 
great work. 

There has been a gratifying growth in the collections on Children’s Day, and a 
larger number of Sunday schools have held Children’s Day services than ever before. 
We urge pastors and superintendents to continue their efforts along this line until a 
Children’s Day service be held and a collection taken in eVery Sunday school in every 
charge in the Conference. 

We feel the need of more consecrated teachers and workers who are educated and 
trained for this work, and earnestly urge that teacher-training classes be organized 
and kept up in every Sunday school. 

A circulating library has been tried in one district and found to be of very great 
interest and help, and we are planning to extend this line of work both in town and 
country. We are convinced that much good can be done in this way by awakening 
a wider interest in the reading of good books. 

We commend earnestly the Cradle Roll and Home Department for every Sunday 
school. All children bom to Methodist parents should be enrolled on the Cradle Roll 
and kept there until they are enrolled on the Church roll. 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. W. M. Green as Conference Sunday School

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SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

Your Conuuittee on Ot>servance of the Sabbath beg to submit the following. 

Recognizing the Sabbath as the Lord’s day, and a day of rest from worldly cares, 
toils, and amusements, we cannot too sacredly keep this day. We wish, therefore, to 
have well guarded its holy institutions, and see that the misuse of it by the citizens 
of our country is prevented. We cannot, therefore, be too exacting in the enforcement 
of the law protecting the rights and privileges of our Christian people. 

We think that one of the great needs of our country, not only in the cities but in the 
small towns as well, is more fully to suppress the habit of keeping open places of 
business on the Sabbath. 

We believe that small things, which are sometimes unnoticed, lead to matters of 
much harm. Keeping open drug stores in small towns the entire Sabbath day is a 
matter we should be much concerned about, and we should use every effort possible 
to have them closed. 

We would urge the laymen of our Church not to depend entirely upon our preachers 
impressing the people with the great importance of keeping the Sabbath, but that 
they do all in their power to assist in this great work. 

The liquor traffic being one of the great evils, we note with pleasure that our rail- 
road companies now refuse to deliver whisky on Sunday. We commend them for 
this, and pray God to speed the day when the jug trade will be entirely abolished. 

We indorse resolution eight of the report of the International Federation of' Sunday 
Rest Association, which, in substance, is an organized effort to secure the closing of 
factories, stores, mills, and shops, that the employees may have the benefit of the 
Sabbath day, which would no doubt prove a great blessing to all concerned.

Report No. 3. 

We cannot speak comprehensively of the many important items that claim a legiti- 
mate place in this report. We shall touch briefly the more important items. 

With gratitude to God do we note that for the year 1906-07 not only our own Con- 
ference but our own great Church for the first time in its history swept beyond the 
assessment, independent of specials. It is easy to observe among our people a con- 
stantly increasing interest in and liberality toward missions. We believe that this 
has been brought to pass by the persistent efforts to give to the people missionary 
information. 

We desire to commend the work of the various agencies that are supplying this 
information. It would be difficult to say too much in favor of Go Forward. In no 
way can a pastor invest such a small effort of his that will bring such large returns 
as the placing of this great paper in a Methodist home. The pastor’s personal effort 
to do this seldom fails. 

We commend the efforts of our Missionary Secretaries to provide for the missionary 
education of our people through the Sunday schools, Epworth Leagues, schools, and 
colleges. We recognize all about us the growth and efficiency of our Young People’s 
Department, under the skillful management of Dr. Ed F. Cook. The Home Department, 
under the management of Dr. John R. Nelson, is aggressively taking hold of the 
problems of the home land. Under this department in our Conference we are watch-, 
ing for our opportunities among foreigners and miners' in our bounds; also we are 
considering how we can wisely and truly render service to the colored people in our 
midst. 

The movement of vast interest to us at present is the plan to build a Methodist 
hospital in Nashville. This enterprise should have the hearty approval and large

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liberality of the people of our Church, which this Conference has already wisely 
pledged. 

The work of our Sunday School Editors is telling as never before in the growing 
excellency of Sunday school supplies, of study helps, of missionary plans and informa- 
tion. 

There is no influence at work among our people that disseminates more missionary 
information and that generates more interest and inspiration than the woman’s work. 
Wherever conditions promise successful operation women’s societies should be or- 
ganized. 

The Missionary Training School is doing a great work, and is a growing success. 
Its work, and similar work, will supply one of the most imperative needs in our 
Church’s effort to serve and to save humanity. 

The reports are encouraging of the work of our Brother J. T. Redmon, who 
during the past year was sent to the Isle of Pines, supported by the Columbia District. 

We commend the example of the laymen in the Clarksville District last year and in 
the Columbia District and Murfreesboro congregation this year in assuming the sup- 
port of a missionary. Other districts and other congregations should be encouraged 
to do the same. 

We commend the method of our city mission work in Nashville in concentrating 
its efforts upon strategic points. We desire to make special mention of the great 
work achieved through the skillful agency of Rev. E. M. Harrell, in charge at Mon- 
roe Street. 

The newest enterprise of the Church is the Laymen’s Missionary Movement. We 
believe that this is the most promising movement that has come about in many years, 
and that it is to be the most effective agency in advancing the cause of Christ in 
all lands. 

It is the wisdom of the Board of Missions to have appointed for the ensuing year a 
Conference missionary evangelist, who shall give his entire time to evangelizing and 
to other kinds of important work in the bounds of our Conference. 

Brother A. P. Jackson, Brother R. G. Peoples, and Brother Joe Ramsey have been 
added to the Executive Committee of our Conference Board of Missions, thus consti- 
tuting the committee which is to help our Conference evangelist in the disposition of 
his time and efforts in the places most needy and in the work most important. 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. J. A. Molloy as our Conference Missionary 
Evangelist. We also recommend the appointment of Dr. D. C. Kelley as Conference 
Missionary Secretary.

EDUCATION. 

The reports that have reached us from all sources show that the past year has 
been one of unprecedented prosperity in institutions of learning throughout the coun- 
try, and the schools of our Church have shared in the widespread increase in patron- 
age and popular interest in education. Many of the schools of the country have been 
taxed to their utmost capacity to accommodate the students that have crowded fheir 
class rooms and dormitories. This we recognize as a call to the Church to make more 
ample and liberal provision to meet these pressing and ever-increasing demands for 
larger accommodations. ' 

The report of Dr. J. D. Hammond, the Secretary of the General Board of Education, 
gives encouraging evidence of the increased interest which our Church is taking in 
the cause of education. The forward movement inaugurated by the Board looking to a 
policy of educational extension whereby the strategic but financially weak points in 
our Church territory shall be developed has in it possibilities of largest usefulness if 
wisely directed. We are glad to bear our part in aiding the Colored Methodist Epis- 
copal Church to improve the educational institutions which they are trying to estab- 
lish and build up with great personal sacrifice to themselves. 

Vanderbilt University. 

Vanderbilt University had during the past year in its seven departments a total 
enrollment of eight hundred and seventy-four students, one hundred and five of whom 
were students for the ministry, and eight of these were from the bounds of the Ten- 
nessee Conference. The rebuilding of College Hall (formerly known as the Main

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Building), which was destroyed by fire more than two years ago, has now been com- 
pleted. It has floors and ceilings of reenforced concrete, and is now regarded as ^fire- 
proof. Furman' Hall, the new building erected for the use of the Departments of 
Pharmacy and Chemistry, is now being completed. It is constructed of stone, and is 
an ornament to the campus. The liberal contributions of Mr. W. K. Vanderbilt and 
others toward the rebuilding of College Hall and other improvements have added 
considerably to the total assets of the University as reported a year ago. The close 
connection which it is proposed to maintain between the Medical Department of the 
University and the new Methodist hospital will, we feel sure, if successfully carried 
out, bring this department of the University nearer the heart of the Church than ever 
before. The report of the Commission appointed by the General Conference to define 
the relation of the University to the Church having been referred to a special com- 
mittee, it is unnecessary for this Board of Education to do more than express the 
hope that the management of the University under the control of the General Con- 
ference shall be such as to bring the University and the Church into the closest pos- 
sible relations of mutual confidence and helpfulness. The largest asset of Vanderbilt ' 
University ought to be the love and loyal support and liberal patronage of the minis- 
ters and members of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South; and now that the Com- 
mission of the General Conference has declared that the title of the Church in the 
University is clear and complete, we call upon our people, and especially upon the 
membership of this Conference, to confirm their title and prove their interest and 
loyalty by giving the University that confidence, patronage, and financial support 
which it should be our pleasure, as it is certainly our duty, to give to a great and 
growing institution of learning which, though the property of the entire Church, yet, 
because of its location in our midst, has claims upon this Conference greater than 
those upon any other Annual Conference. 

The Correspondence School. 

The Correspondence School makes a very gratifying report of its work during the 
past year. It has enrolled a very large proportion of all the undergraduates of the 
Church, and it seems to be giving almost universal satisfaction, at least as offering a 
much more satisfactory method of studying the Conference Course than is otherwise 
open to the young preacher. We urge all our undergraduates to join this school and 
take advantage of the guidance and help which are thus offered at such small cost. 

We would also commend the Extension Library and the Quiet Hour League to all of 
our preachers and members who may feel the need of the intellectual help and the 
spiritual inspiration and guidance which are found in these departments of the Cor- 
respondence School. 

The Biblical Institute. 

The Biblical Institute held at Vanderbilt University last June had an attendance 
cf nearly a hundred of our preachers. The reports and echoes that reach us from those 
who have been in actual attendance upon the Institute from time to time deepen the 
conviction already established that this Institute is doing a much-appreciated and 
most valuable work for a large number of our preachers, and would doubtless prove 
a help and inspiration to a much larger number if they would attend. We have learned 
with pleasure that generous laymen in the city of Nashville have expressed them- 
selves as desirous of making arrangements for the free entertainment of a large 
number of the ministers of the Conference, if they will make known in advance their 
desife and purpose to attend. As it is proposed to make the next session of the In- 
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stitute the best that has ever been held, we hope that a large number of our preachers 
will give it the encouragement of their presence and give themselves the pleasure and 
profit of attending upon its exercises and participating in its benefits. 

Martin College. 

We are gratified to know that the trustees of Martin College, at Pulaski, are seeking 
a closer relationship between the College and this Conference, and are desirous of 
having the Conference represented in the management and control of the College. We 
hope the committee to whom this matter has been referred will be able to report 
back to this Conference a year hence a satisfactory basis and plan for establishing 
such closer relationships as will be to the mutual advantage of the Conference and 
the College. 

I The Methodist Training School. 

The Methodist Training School for Christian workers, which has been established at 
Nashville by the Board of Missions, is an institution that commends itself to us as 
filling an important place in our system of Christian education at this time. There 
is a growing demand for trained and consecrated women in our Church work every- 
where, and especially in our cities. The purpose of this school is not to educate young 
people in the ordinary sense of that term as commonly understood, but to give prac- 
tical training in the Bible, in the essentials of Christian doctrine, and in modern 
methods of Church work to such men and women, but especially to such women, as 
are found available for Church work auxiliary and collateral to that of our pastors. 
Wherever in any of our pastoral charges a mature and consecrated Methodist woman 
is found anxious to serve her Lord and her Church more effectively and in a larger 
sphere than she is found to be prepared for, she should be directed by her pastor 
tovrard this school, which is designed to train its pupils in the most direct and prac- 
tical manner' possible for immediate service in both the home and the foreign field. 
Many of our city pastors need consecrated women to assist them in their work, espe- 
cially among the poor and the sick, and this Training School at Nashville seems to 
offer the very help that is now so greatly needed. Free scholarships are provided for 
those who are unable to meet their own expenses. We commend this school to our 
pastors and people as worthy of their encouragement, patronage, and support. 

Other Schools. 

The Tennessee Conference, while owning but little if any school property, is exceed- 
ingly fortunate in having within its bounds a number of private schools owned and 
controlled in w^hole or in part by Methodist educators, who are doing for the Church 
just as satisfactory work in the line of Christian education as could possibly be done 
by these institutions if they were owned and controlled by the Church. We desire to 
express our continued appreciation of the work that is being done by these schools, 
and also of the favors they are extending to our ministerial students and to sons and 
daughters of our preachers in granting them free tuition. Among the schools to 
which this Conference is indebted for favors during the past year we desire to men- 
tion, in addition to Martin College (already mentioned), the following: The Webb 
School, at Bellhuckle; Branham & Hughes School, at Spring Hill; Howard Institute, 
at Mt. Pleasant; the Morgan School, at Fayetteville; the Peoples School, at Franklin; 
the Cumberland City Training School; the Massey School, at Cornersville; the Haw- 
kins School, at Gallatin; Soule College, at Murfreesboro; Buford College, at Nash- 
ville; the Academy, at Clarksville; and the Normal College, at Dickson. 
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The Treasury. 

The Twentieth Century Fund of the Conference now amounts to $7,948. It is kept 
safely invested by the Executive Committee at six per cent interest, and is being 
compounded annually. At the suggestion and request of the Treasurer of the Board 
and of the Treasurer of the Twentieth Century Fund, these two officers will be placed 
under bond covering the amount of the funds which they hold for the Conference. 
During the past year we have aided eleven students for the ministry, five undergrad- 
uates in the Correspondence School, twenty-one daughters of preachers, and have made 
loans to the sons of six of our preachers, the total amount so used being $2,743.65, 
which is three hundred dollars more than was raised upon our Conference collections 
for the preceding year. The applications before us for aid at this session of the Con- 
ference have been more numerous and urgent than ever before, and we have appro- 
priated seven hundred dollars more than was raised during the year now closing. 
That is, during these two years we are paying out in free gifts and loans one thousand 
dollars more than we have received. We were able to do this only because we had a 
surplus fund saved from previous years, and which we had carefully invested at six 
per cent interest. In the distribution of our educational fund we have ever felt that 
worthy and well-recommended students for the ministry should come in as first 
claimants; next to these, the daughters of our preachers who are poorly paid and 
whose salary (of $600 or less) is plainly inadequate to enable them to send a daughter 
off to a boarding school; and then preachers, with large families and daughters to 
educate, whose salary may be somewhat in excess of $600; and lastly, loans to the 
sons of preachers, the notes being signed by the sons and indorsed and guaranteed by 
their fathers. It must be evident to all that the administration of this fund, under 
our rules and customs, is attended by not a little embarrassment. We have hitherto 
made free gifts to the daughters of our preachers of all the money appropriated to 
them. Many of these young ladies, we have reason to believe, have become able to 
return this money, in whole or in part. After carefully considering the matter the 
Board has determined for the future to have all the daughters of our preachers who 
receive aid sign a promise to return to the Board one-half of the amount appropriated 
to them, unless providential circumstances over which they have no control make this 
plainly impossible. It is suggested that the money be repaid if possible within four 
years after their education is completed, one-fourth of the amount being refunded 
each year. We do not of course look upon these promissory notes as legally binding. 
But we do think it is proper and right that all of the young ladies whom we help to 
positions of self-support and comparative independence should be willing to assume a 
moral obligation to refund half of the money which they received, that it may go to 
help other worthy daughters of our preachers who are unable to obtain an education 
without such assistance. If the Conference, by adopting this report, puts its approval 
upon this action of the Board, we shall draw up such notes and, beginning with the 
scholastic year of 1908-09, shall require all the young women receiving assistance to 
sign them as a condition of becoming beneficiaries of this fund.

Rev. James A. Bridges, son of Marion P. 
and Mary Bridges, was bom in Bedford 
County, Tenn., January 29, 1853; and died 
at the parsonage in Ethridge, Tenn., De- 
cember 17, 1906. He was converted and 
joined the Church in early life. He was 
admitted on trial into the Tennessee Con- 





ference at Pulaski, Tenn., in October, 1890. 
Three years thereafter he was admitted 
into full connection. He was ordained 
deacon by Bishop Keener in October, 1893, 
and elder by Bishop Granbery in October, 
1896. He was happily married to Miss 
Tennie S. Reagor January 15, 1888. He 
served the following charges: Dover, Spar- 
ta, Hillsboro, Haley, Tullahoma, Rockvale, 



Spencer, Bedford, Stewart, Shady Grove, 
and Waynesboro Circuits. Last October 
he was assigned by Bishop Galloway to 
Ethridge Circuit. He entered upon the 
work of his new charge well received and 
with flattering prospects. Perhaps he was 
never more universally esteemed by his 
people anywhere than on Ethridge charge.

W. H. Cotton, for twenty-one years a 
member of the Tennessee Conference, fell 
on sleep February 7, 1907, at his home, 
near Nashville, Tenn. Brother Cotton 
spent the first years of his life in Hali- 
fax, England, where ’he was born fifty 
years ago. He was brought up in a Chris- 
tian home, his father having been a preach- 
er in the Wesleyan Methodist Church. 
He consecrated his life to God in his 
childhood, and while yet scarcely more 
than a lad was called by the Spirit to the 
work of the ministry. His first active 
service was as a local preacher in his 
native city. But he was destined for a 
larger sphere. His parents having already 
emigrated to the United States, it was but 
natural that the son, having arrived at 
that age when young men of force and 
ability begin to see visions and dream 
dreams, should turn his eyes thitherward. 
When about nineteen years old, he sur- 
rendered the position which he held in a 
large commercial establishment, and fol- 
lov/ed his loved ones across the Atlantic, 
.lust what it was that caused him upon 
his arrival in America to decide to cast 
his lot with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. South, T do not know. At any 
rate, after a brief sojourn at the home of 
his father — who had become a member of 
the Western Virginia Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church — he came to 
Nashville and was enrolled as a student 
in Vanderbilt University. It v/as here 
that I met him for the first time. Even 
at that early period there was manifest 
in him that rare combination of gentle- 
ness and strength which was a striking 
characteristic of his mature manhood.

Their 
lives supplemented each the other, and the 
tender regard and high honor in which 
they held one another contributed large- 
ly toward the making of their beautiful 
Christian home.

During the 
years of his membership in the Tennessee 
Conference Brother Cotton served New 
Providence Circuit and Alex Green, Sa- 
vannah, Pulaski, Murfreesboro, West End, 
McMinnville, and Waverly Stations.

Brother 
Graves had a thirst for knowledge and 
read many books, and in the absence of 
trained instructors did all he could at 
self-thought and culture. He was re- 
ceived on trial in the Tennessee Annual 
Conference at Clarksville, Tenn., October, 
I860, Bishop Pierce presiding. With the 
exception of one year, he served contin- 
uously thereafter in tie itinerant ranks 
until 1902, when he was placed on the 
honor roll of our Conference as a super- 
annuate. His health completely failed 
him while pastor of the Huntland Circuit 
of the Fayetteville District. Brother Graves 
served faithfully the following charges; 
Sugar Creek Mission, Savannah Circuit, 
Cypress Circuit, Elkmont Circuit, Lime- 
stone Circuit, Shoal Circuit, Decatur and 
Trinity, Charlotte, Yellow Creek, Center- 
ville Circuit, Santa Fe, Ebenezer and Wa- 
verly, Ashland Circuit, Kedron Circuit, 
Hollendale Circuit, Goodlettsville, Alex- 
ander, Middleton Circuit, Elkton, Culleo- 
ka and Hurricane, Diana Circuit, Corners- 
ville, Unionville Circuit, and Huntland 
Circuit. Brother Graves was never 
strong physically, and hence at times was 
very despondent. The one work to which 
he had pledged his life was constantly on 
his mind, and his every effort was to be 
a minister of the very message he felt 
the Master would have him bear to the 
people. He prayerfully tried with the 
soundest and sanest help he could com- 
mand to know the truth, and then with 
as carefully prepared languages as he was 
capable of clothing this truth he preached 
it with authority. In his younger days 
he gave very much attention to the use 
of words, the rules of language, logic, 
rhetoric, and elocution. He was an ar- 
dent admirer of the most perfect pulpit 
manner, and so much so that he could 



never appreciate a sermon containing a 
semblance of slang or a seeming depar- 
ture from what he regarded as pulpit gen- 
tility and decorum. His walk before the 
public was that of a very thoughtful, so- 
ber-minded gentleman. It was only to 
the everyday associate that the warm 
heart of our brother was manifest. Broth- 
er Graves was possessed of high and en- 
nobling thought, and always preached 




with the conviction within himself that 
his message was of God and should be re- 
ceived. Indeed, it was in the pulpit more 
than anywhere the stranger would most 
likely discover his true worth. On the 
streets or in a promiscuous throng he had 
but little to say, and yet in these places 
his well-clad, tall, and dignified figure 
commanded notice and respect. Brother 
Graves was possessed also of a steady 
faith — childlike it was and simple, but 
from it he never wandered. God to 
him was real, and every promise he 
found in the Bible he appropriated and set 
forth as a basis for the comfort and hope 
of all in distress or sorrow. He was 
sometimes troubled with utterances that 
seemed to becloud the meaning of some 
of the promises as he understood them, 
but he invariably came from behind the 
cloud and would reassert his faith in the 
divinity, genuineness, and authenticity of 
those promises. His faith proved itself 
to be principle and not impulse.

Brother Graves was never the pastor of 
wealthy charges, hence his salary was 
usually small. His sons, however, cared 
for his every want; and when aflBictions 
put a standstill to his work, these noble 
boys provided a neat home in Bellbuckle 
for his and their mother’s declining years. 
It was from this beautiful home, with his 
loving family about him, administering 
as best they could to his comfort, that our 
brother departed this life, November 6, 
1906. Brother Graves fought many bat- 
tles for his Lord, and has left the pre- 
cious legacy of a spotless life to his be- 
reaved wife and children and to us, his 
brethren in the ministry. Just preceding 
his death his sufferings were intense; but 
as he drew near the end a calm serene 
and heavenly flooded his path, and with- 
out a tremor he fell on sleep; and on the 
9th of November, 1906, we laid him to 
rest in Bellbuckle Cemetery.

As his presiding elder I had a good Qhance 
to know his thorough methods. Twenty 
years of oft-repeated welcome to his hos- 
pitable home and a year living in his 
house completed my knowledge of him. 
He prepared his sermons carefully. Al- 
ways sound theologically, they were en- 
riched by apt illustrations, necessarily the 
result of reading and study. His im- 
promptu talks were spicy and taking. 
Hia preaching was sympathetic, entering 
into the cares and needs of life’s strug- 
gles and joys. In delivering his sermons 
he was earnest, himself often moved to 
tears, as well as the hearers. He preached 
at times with great power. While pastor 
at Cornersville he conducted a revival, 
doing all the preaching, which was one of 
the most fruitful in spiritual uplift and 
ingathering ever witnessed in that intel- 
ligent community. One of the converts 
was Mr. Nance, father of our missionary, 
who stood foremost in business, morals, 
and society, lacking the “one thing.” For 
years he had resisted every appeal. He 
was made steward at the close of that 
year, and continued a stalwart Church 
officer to the end of an influential Chris- 
tian life. He preached a sermon of re- 
markable power two years ago at the 
Franklin District Conference, when, with- 
out a moment’s notice, he took the morn- 
ing hour and, without notes such as he 
usually carried into the pulpit, preached 
a sermon that profoundly stirred the 
whole assembly. There was no hypoc- 
risy nor deceit about him. He was can- 
dor personified. He was the embodiment 
of energy. He despised sluggishness, had 
little patience with dilatoriness in busi- 
ness or religion. This sometimes made 
him unpopular with slothful Church offi-

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clear-eyed faith bore himself into present 
duty, ready for the immortal future. Sev- 
eral weeks before his death he called the 
family around him and said that he 
would die. He told them that they had 
been loving and good to him, and thanked 
them all. He gave each suitable words of 
loving counsel, and then prayed for each 
audibly and for himself a most excellent 
prayer. He had given directions about 
his funeral. With all the steadiness of a 
veteran in business he wound up the af- 
fairs of both worlds. We may well thank 
God for a faith that faces with calmness 
death and eternity. Our brother and 
friend has gone from us. He comes no 
more in our familiar walks to give us 
cheer, nor goes in the sowing and reaping 
of the Lord of the harvest, where till 
late he had hoped to do some of his most 
efficient work.

He was 
converted and joined the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, in September, 1855.

This he 'did wisely, 
always eliminating as far as possible 
what was purely personal and justly 
offensive. He was a man of peace, and 
sought to establish it. Although he was 
a faithful Confederate soldier, serving 
honorably through the war between the 
States in the Army of Virginia, he was 
seldom heard to allude to his experiences 
as a soldier. He stood firmly for his 
sacred principles and fought for what he 
believed to be right; but when peace was 
announced, the war was forever ended 
with him. In patriotic effort he loved pu- 
rity, and was guided by the sure, unerring 
principles of righteousness. He thought 
it worth while in politics as elsewhere to 
be in alliance with God. He sought in 
prayer and effort the best blessings for 
his home and people and native land. 
He was right, but not radical. In what- 



ever position he held he was careful not 
to give unnecessary offense to others. He 
desired as far as possible to maintain 
cordial relations with all men, and in 
this he was wise. As we meditate upon 
his life and chronicle his death we 
feel that we have lost a patriotic 
citizen, a kind and obliging neigh- 
bor, a tender and loving father, a faithful 
and true friend, an industrious and con- 
scientious pastor, and an acceptable and 
efficient preacher. In life he was honor- 
able: in death he was victorious. The fu- 




neral service was conducted at the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. South, in Dickson, 
Tenn., on Friday, September 27, 1907, by 
Rev. W. L. Jackson and Rev. D. E. Hinkle. 
The Masonic Lodge took charge of the re- 
mains at the cemetery, and the burial was 
according to their beautiful ritual. His 
life on earth has ended, his work is fin- 
ished, and he is at home and at rest for- 
ever. “Here we have no continuing city, 
but we seek one to come.” “He looked 
for a city which hath foundations, whose 
builder and maker is God,” and has en- 
tered into “an inheritance incorruptible, 
and undefiled, and that fadeth not away, 
reserved in heaven for him.”
